One.oan have na appreciative ides of an 
idian' village, unless he has been permit- 
»4.to come txsrosa the prairie through a 
hotaummer g gun> ^^ iuddenjy diioovers' 
one nettled under the broad shade txeee, 
beside a clear running stream, in. a greerl 
valley. 
How pleasant the green grass 


loolcs;: bow., refreshing the bright waters, 
and now < cesy the Ull. .lodges, with their 
ncded- verandahs of thickly interwoven 
boughs. 


All day long we had toiled over tEe 


corching plain, through clouds of grass- 
hopper* that often struck at in the face 
with sufficient force to make the skin 
Mutt for .several minutes- Once we had 
aeen a mirage of a beautiful hike, fringed 
with tree* and surrounded by green pas- 
ture*, which invited u* to pursue its fleet- 
njf ehadoVaVbnt we-vell knew all about 
-heao deceptions by sad experience, acd 
iu»hed steadily on over the burning

raveler of the desert. Suddenly the 
"lorscman MCS a river or lake, apparently, 
uet ahead of him, and he ride* on and 
m, hoping to come up to it. For hours it 
ies before bis eyes, and then in a moment 
disappears, leaving him miles and miles 
out of his way, and in the midst of desert 
sands. 
" -Men have ridden all day striving to 
reach the beautiful river ju»t before them, 
and then at night turn back to plod their 
weary^wajr to where they had started 
from in the morning. These mirages of ten 
load to death of both man and horse. 


The mirage we bad >een was most de- 


lightful, representing a clear lake, with 
tree*; meadows and villages nettling on iu 
shorea^uf it scarcely equaled the reality 
o{ the'aoene;when, late in the afternoon. 
we ascended a rise on the prairie, and saw 
3*lowB«a'wide stream lined with green 
tree*, .and on its banks a large Indian 
encampment 


The ponies priokcd up their ears and 


neighed with pleasure aa they smelt the 
water, and our own delight was unbound- 
ed. We halted for a moment to admira 
.he beautiful proepeot- Through the ma- 
cstic tree*, slanting rays of the sun shiv- 
ered on th* grass. Far away, winding like 
a huge silver-serpent, ran the river, while 
near by in a shady grove stood the village 
—the children at play on the green lawps, 
not made by hands.- The white aides of 
the'teepees shone in the setting sunlight, 
and the emoke curled • lazily upward 
from tlicir dingy tops. Bright ribbons 
and-red"1 grass, looking like streamers 
on a ship, fluttered from the lodge-poles, 
and gaudily-dressed gquawa and warriors 
walked about, or sat on the green sod un- 
der the trees. There were maidens, aa 
MMUtifiil aVUiawatha, or as graceful a« 
Minnebaba, wandering, hand in hand, 
along trie-stream,' or listening, under the 
shade of. aomo wide-spreading tree, to 
words of love, aa soft and tender aa ever 
were poured into woman's ear. 


Near the village were hundreds of 


horses and ponies, with bright feathers 
fUunting in their manes and tails as they 
cropped the rich grass of the valley. 


""A'grorip of noiiry children were playing 


at a 'game much resembling ten-pin*; 
some boys were shooting st • mark with 
arrows, and up the stream several youths 
were returning home with rod and line, • 
and fine strings of speckled trout. 


Scores of men and women were swim- 


ming about in the river, now diring, then 
dousing each other amid screams of laugh- 
ter t from the bystanders on the shore. 
Here and there a yonng girl darted about 
like a fish;'her black hair streaming be- 
hind her in the water. 


While we looked, the little children sud- 


denly ceased from play and ran into the 
lodges; mounted men surrounded the herd. 
and the swimmers and promenaden has- 
tened towards the village. We had been 
perceived by the villagers, and the unex- 
pected arrival "of strange horsemen at an 
Indian encampment always creates great 
excitement They may Jje friends, but 
they are more often enemies, so the vil- 
lagers.are always prepared for a surprise. 


Soine men were seen running to and fro 


with guns and bows, and in a few minutes 
some mounted warriors left the encamp- 
ment, and rode toward us, going first to 
.the top of the highest mound to see if 
they could discover other horsemeu in the 
roaryor to the right or left of us. 


No sooner did they ascertain there were 


but-.three in the party, than they rode 
boldly up and asked our business. I toU 
them who we were, and where we were 
from, upon which they cordially invited 
us to the, village. 


As we approached, men, women and 


children poured oat of the encampment to 
look'at the strangers, and having satisfied 
th'eir cariosity, the sports and amusements 
of the evening wore renewed. 


, I asked permission to camp of no one, 
for I needed none, as this was God's land, 
and not owned by rarenons and diahonest 
speculators. Sal marched right down to 
the centre of the village, and finding a 
vacant spot, pitched my lodge. It was 
not necessary to purchase a town lot here, 
for no one save Him who owimll, held 
real estate. : 
• " " . " 


A few.Santee women gathered about my 


squaws and chatted with them, anxious to 
|earn the news from down the river. See- 
ing that- they, were interfering with the 
nnpacking of the ponies and the erecting 
of.-the lodge, I unceremoniously ordered 
them to be. gone, and they went ouietly 
away. 
The'lodge was soon up; tbo 


ponies nn packed and pat out to graze. 
Having-Been things put in order-for the 
night, I sauntered out through the.village 
to.learn,the.news. ,~ 
.r 'was",agree"ably surprised when I 
ImrntSd'•There-was a white man in the vil- 
l«g», who had.beenjsent oat to thelndians 
as a missionary. -All the savages spoke of 
him u a kind-hearted, good man, who waa 
a great friend of the Great Spirit and of 
the:Big'Fatber at Washington. 
I made taste to pay my respects to my 


white brother, and found him indeed a 
good Christian gentleman. 
He had a 


white wife and child, ami they were living 
comfortable and pleasantly with' thetw 
wild children of the desert. I talked more . 
than, an hour with the good man; it wan 
so delightful to see and speaicwith one of 
my own"blood and color. WBcn I left him, 
[ promised I weald retain- the next' day 
and dine with him, which i did- It may 
sound strange to hear one talk of ."dining 
out" in an InAJan camp, but I can. aunre 
my O'vilizid reader* the meal was none 
the less wholesome or abundant on account 
of the plac* in which it waa «enCi 


When I returned to my lodge I found 


it surrounded by B crowd of duty squaws 
ind chTIctrep, who were intent upon exam- 
uiinjf everything we had. I ordered them 
off and eonld not help laughing when I 
compare* the. curiosity of these rode. In- 
lian women with that I had seen ex- 
hibited at church in lie States by white 
women. • There they go to: church not to 
hear the Gospel, but to see what their 
neighbors have to wear; and these Indian 
women had come.to my lodge with tbj 
same laudable object I am not certain 
that human**'nature is the same en>.y- 
where, but I: am quite certain woman 
nature is the same ail the world over.;

PROGRESS OP THE FIRE ON -not FLATS. 


—The fire which commenced on Tuesday 
afternoon, on Watson Flat?, below Hink- 
ley & Bro.'s refinery, gradually spread to 
the Guild tract yesterday, burning several 
old derricks and cut wood. The wind 
heightened during the day, and towards 
three o'clock in the afternoon the flying 
embers ignited several parts of the Dal- 
rymple, Watson & Berry tract, on the 
north side of the road, in close contiguity 
to the Johnson House.

Groat credit is due to 
tho fire department for their energy and 
promptitude outside of the city limits. 


LATER.—The gur,pjwder was removed 


about nine o'clock last night to a. more se- 
cure locility. The fire about ten o'clock 
jad taken a southeasterly course aucl 
spread about three-fourths of » mile to the 
opposite hill. The spectacle was grand 
and brilliant, in the aarknees of night, ns 
the flames leaped from trea to tree on. the 
hill side.

FLOWER GARDENS.—A very fine and 


inexpensive flower garden may be imde 
by cutting a circle in the lawn from eight 
to fifteen feet in diameter, according to 
space, and filling it entirely with gerani- 
ums. It would not be difficult to plant 
in the centre the 
largest specimens 


grading the height regularly down tho

contrast to the geraniums. The geraniuu 
stands the drought well, bears tho knifo 
admirably, and is a persistent blocmer.

AITENB TO Your. INCOMES.—The law 


ntroduccd inio Congress lor the repeal of, 
he Income Tax, did not finally pass. 
Those interested will bear in mind that it 
s made tho duty of every person of lawful 
age, whoso grost income during tho pre- 
ceding year exceeded $2,000, to make and 
render a return on or before tho day des- 
ignated by law, to the Assistant Assessor 
of the district in which he reside?, of the 
gross amount of his income, gains and 
profits, as, aforesaid; and oi every guar- 
dian aud agent for, or co-partner of, any 
non-resident alien, deriving income, gains 
and profits from any business, trade, or 
profession carried on in the United States, 
or from rents or re.il estate situated 
therein, to m-ike and render a return, 
to the Assistant Assessor of the district in 
which he resides of the amount of income, 
gains and profits of any minor cr person 
for whom he acts. Blanks arc furnished 
by Assessor Bates to every person who, in 
any probability, has a taxable income, and 
he will keep a list of the persons thus fur- 
nislied with blanks. These forms should 
bo returned on or before th« loth instant, 
when the Asscsor makes his returns. 


In pursuance of the act of Congress of 


July 14, 1870, prohibiting tbe publication 
of income return by any collector or other 
officer, except such general statistics, not 
specifying the names of individuals or 
firms, as he may make public under such 
rules and regulations as tho Cjmmiesion- 
er of Internal Revenue shall prescribe, he 
has issued the following: 


"It is hereby prescribed that the only 


information relating to income returns 
which may be permitted to be published is 
the general aggregate of the entire amounts 
of income returned in n collection district 
Any information further than this, es- 
pecially where it embraces the names oi 
individuals or firm?, or amounts of income 
with indications as to the individuals or 
firms by whom the returns were made 
will be regarded as given in violation o 
the provision of the law above cited, anc 
as calling for the displacement of the offi 
cer giving the same."
